THE REST ROOM QUESTION 


The rest room question has been allowed to rest for some 
time now, but it appears that the time is coming for its being» 
brought again to light. 


For any town or village the rest-room question is a dif- 
ficult one. Eve is costly now, and unless some premises 
is available, the building of suitable accommodation runs into 
quite a figure. But this is not the biggest problem. After -the 
rest room his been provided there is the matter of caretaking 
and supervision . . a matter which runs on for years and years 
and which must be financed from some source or other. * 


With a view both to the original cost and to economy in 
supervision and convenience in upkeep, the location of a town 
rest room in the town hall has at different times been consid- 
ered, This proposal appears to be well worth thought, as the 
use of space now available in the town hall would result in no 
small saving on both counts. Quite a bit of space is available 

‘ on the’ main floor of the building, and the removal of the town 
police cell to some other part of the premises would allow 
ample rest room space. ‘The, building is kept warm at all times, 
and the janitor services now employed could easily be expand- 
ed to look after the additional duties involved. 


Chief rawback is the fact that the Town Hall is not quite so 
centrally located as'the Post Office grounds, where it-is sug- 
gested a building could be erected. 


In view of the fact the ‘the government will require. all 
stores to install toilets when. the sewage is available, will with- 
out questign reduce the demand for and use of a public rest 
room. However, we feel that even with facilities provided in 
the stores and other business places a rest room would still fill 
an important need in the community, serving those with child- 
ren who require attention, and also providing a place where 
women can wait in comfort for trains, busses, (and husbands). 


This matter. will be slated for the attention of the Town 
Council at an early. date, and as Chamber of Commerce coun- 
sellor for civic improvement, your Editor would appreciate 
any comments on this matter, which will be passed on .to the 
Chamber and to the Council.

Canada came out this week with tae 
momentous.announcement that she will 
form a special force to serve the in- 
terests of the United Nations in their 
pursuit of peace. ; 


The force, to consist of a brigade of 
some 6,000 men, will be the first of its 
kind in the world. It will be used in 
Korea if the situation warrants it: 
when the brigade is trained, in six wr 
seven*months. Or it may be used in 
any other “Koreas” which may have

Before meas- 
uring this baking powder stir the co- 
tents of the can because the top layer 
of powder is liable to become inert 
when in, contact with air. To leaven 
one cup of flour with phosphate pow- 
der use one and one-half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder. ' 
‘ Double-acting baking powder re- 
atts first when moisture reaches it ang 
again when heat is applied to it. This 
double reaction makes it possible to 
hold batters or doughs in air for long

Harvest Grein Carefully 

The proud reputation which 
Canadian grain stocks hold in the 
markets of the world is based on 
quality, The quality of grain can 
be reduced considerably if care is 
not taken in harvesting and thresh- 
ing. 

Harvesting Problems. In spite of 
their efficiency and saving in labour, 
modern harvesting methods, par- 
ticularly the combine harvester, 
have introduced new problems in 
grain production. It is possible, 
however, for farmers and combine 
operators to overcome most modern 
harvesting troubles if they will only 
take the time, and the case, to see 
to it that the swather, combine, or 
threshing machine is ‘adjusted for 
quality harvesting and threshing. 
For best results, full attention must 
be-given, of course, to the ripening 
and threshing characteristics of the 
crop and variety, as well as to weed 
control. 

Preventing Grain Injury. An 
otherwise high-grade grain crop can 
be ruined by careless threshing. The 
responsibility of preventing such 
damage lies entirely in the hands of 
the combine or threshing machine 
operdtor. Here are some of the 
main reasons why small grain crops, 
particularly malting barley and flax, 
are damaged in threshing. (1) Im- 
maturity of the crop. (2) Too high 
cylinder speed. (3) Concaves_ set 
too close. (4) Bent cylinder teeth. 
(5) End play in cylinder. (6) Too 
little wind on sepfrator sieves 
(7) Too heavy return of grain to 
cylinder, (8) Threshing too “close.” 

Losses Heavy. Western grain 
growers lose large sums of money 
each year owing to the use of faulty, 
eareless harvesting and threshing 
methods. Such losses can and 
should be reduced to a minimum 
by Tcareful attention to swather, 
combine, .or threshing machine ad- 
justments, If you want to secure 
the highest possible grade on your 
1950 gtain crop, handle it carefully 
at harvest time. Quality harvesting 
and threshing pays.

T 
is a deep-rooted pérennial that is dif- 
ficult to eradicate once it becomes ea- 
tablished in the fields.

the Alberta Department of Agriculture 
says that although there are several 
fields in central and northern Alberta 
infested with this weed, much of the 
toadflax present still occurs in small 
patches that-may be brought under 
control with sodium chlorate. The s0- 
dium chlorate should be applied at the 
rate of 3 or 4 pounds per 100 sq. feet, 
both on the patth and for a distance of 
at least 6 or 10 feet around the patch. 
Next year a follow-up treatment should 
be made to ensure killing of all the 
plants around the outer edges. Eradi- 
cation of these small patches now will 
prevent considerable labour ang ex- 
pense later.

If the work is not organized on a 
municipal basis, groups of cattlemen 
can band together to.have their vet- 
erinarian vaccinate all their calves, 
This conserves thé busy veterinarian’s 
time and as a result he can get a lar- 
ger number of calves vaccinateg during 
the fall rush. Also, the small onerator 
with only a few calves to vaccinate is 


not overlooked when the work is or- 
ganized.

Split heads ot 
cabbage, cauliflowers that have not 
attained the expected firmness or per- 
fect whitenegs, cucumbers that are 
ripening too quickly and tomatoes that 
will never rinen before frost must not 
be wasted. There are also the summer 
apples and those of the fall varietixs 
that fall from the trees before they are 
quite ripe to be used. 

On the other hand, many homemak- 
ers buy all their vegetables and fruits. 
It is possible to buy, at a low price, 
some of these foods which nature has 
given an over-supply. 

The home economists of thé Con- 
sumer Section, Canada Department of 
Agriculture, suggest quickly-made re- 
lishes as a means of saving some of 
nature’s surplus. Here are several ex- 
cellent recipes.
